F n woman mnrries and stops working, it will hnvo no effect what- 
ever on her benefits. She will begin receiving at nee 65 monthly 


benefits to which she is entitled provided her wages equal S2000 between 
January 1, 1937, and her C3th birthday and she hns been employed in 
five different calendar yenrs during this period in some covered em- 
ployment. 


For example, suppose n Rtrl works in n shoo store mid enrns $75 n 


month for 10 years, beginning in 1937, and then worries. Her total 
wages will bo $9000, which would entitle her to a federal old-age retire- 
merit benefit of $20 a month when she ranches 65. 


Both n mnn and his wife can receive old-age benefits. The only re- 


quirement is that each of them must have worked one/ tiny or more in 
each of five calendar years nflcr 1936 and each must have earned in 
wages $2000 or more before age 65 in one of five employments other 
than acricullural labor, domestic service in a home, casual labor not in 
the course of the- employer's trade or business, service performed as mi 
officer or member of a crew on n vessel documented under the laws of 
the United Stales or under nny foreign country, service performed in 
the employ of the United States government or of an instrumentality of 
the United States, service performed in the employ of a corporation, 
community chest, fund, or foundation organized and operated ex- 
clusively for religious, charitable, scientific literary, or educational 
purposes or for prevention of cruelty to children or animals, no part of 
the net earnings inures to the benefit of any private shareholder or. 
individual. 


There is nothing in tluvactto prevent a husband and his wife from 


receiving benefits if they are both eligible. The fact that they are mar- 
ried has nothing to do with the benefits they will receive.

Each will receive the benefit payments to which he or .slio is en- 


titled under the net.

34 Tuberculosis 


Clinics Are Held 


Sole Support of Clinics Is 


Annual Christmas Seal 


Campaign 


A report just issued by the Arkansas 


Tuberculosis association' in Little Rock 
on the clinic activities of the traveling 
field force during the past year shows 
that 34 clinics were held in 18 coun- 
ties with an attendance of 3,574 pa- 
tients. Of this number 1,123 were 
found to have lived in direct contact 
with cases of tuberculosis. 


Nine hundred twenty-three patients 


were given chest examinations with 
D.2 per cent of the group having been 
found with pulmonary disease, 8.1 
whites and 11.1 negroes. The total 
number of persons who either had the 
disease or were referred to their fam- 
ily physician for further study as sus- 
pects amounted to 20? or 22.3 per cent 
of the number whose chests were ex- 
amined, 25 per cent of the negro pa- 
tients being cither positive or suspect 
and 17 per cent of the whiles. 


Twenty-six hundred ninety-two chil- 


dren were given the tuberculin test to 
determine whether they were infected 
wuii the' disease. One hundred twen- 
ty-seven children did not report to the 
phyi,icinn to have the test read and of 
the remainder 467 or 18.1 per cent 
showed infection, 2,091 were negative, 


seven 
doubtful. 
Twenty-five 
and 


eight-tenths per cent or the negro chil- 
dren showed infection as compared 
with almost 17 per cent of the whites. 


All the patients received examina- 


tion for other types of defects and the 
report shows a startling percentage of 
negro patients having bad teeth, dis- 
eased gums, enlarged tonsils, enlarged 
or infected glands, heart defects and 
miscellaneous troubles. 


Tuberculin was furnished by the.As- 


sociation to health officers and private 
physicians for administering the tuber- 
culin tesl to 17,000 children. 


In issuing the report former Gov- 


ernor George W. Donaghey, president 
of the Arkansas Tuberculosis Associa- 
tion said: 


"All the-clinics have been held-'un- 


der the auspices of the county medi- 
< 


cal societies and in co-operation with f 
the county health unit or the county! 
nurses, and many invilalions have had! 
to be held over for next year because ] 
of lack of funds. The physicians hold- ] 
ing the clinics have received no com- 
pensation, the Tuberculosis Association 
defraying their traveling expenses.

Iremely co-operative. Dr. J. J. Wlll- 
ingham of the State Sanatorium' at 
Booneville has been loaned by tht-in- 
stilution freely for clinic service while 
all negro clinics have been held by Dr. 
Hugh A. Browne and Dr. O. B. White 
of McRae Negro Sanaloruim. Without 
this donated service of all the efficient* 
physicians in the field of chest diselases? 
the clinics would not have been pos-* 
sible.
